‘The Well-Knowa Manipulator of Many 
Packing Houses 


MAY ESTABLISH A BUSINESS HERE 


He Comes on a Social Visit, but It Is Be- 
lieved That He Talked Business, Too. 
A Man with an Interesting Lite. 


John Cudahy is a name that has done a 
great share of conjuring in the market 
world of this big republic. 

And it is likely to do more, so his rivals 
have reason to fear. 

Mr. Cudahy was in Atlanta yesterday, 
having come down on a little jaunt through 
the south for pleasure and business jointly. 
He came first to Louisville and then to 
Nashville, having large interests in these 
cities, and after transacting a good deal of 
business in a very little time, as is hi« 
way, he came down to Atlanta to visit Mr. 
Marion Spence and Mr. Paul Jones, of this 
city, and it is believed to talk business to 
them, too. 

Mr. Cudahy came from Nashville with Mr. 
Will J. Cummins, a member of the well- 
known firm of Cummins Bros., of that city. 

They came to Atlanta Sunday and were 
the guests of-Mr. Jones and Mr. Spence un- 


til last evening when they went back to 
Nashville by the Western and Atlantic 
train. 


The visit of Mr. Cudahy to Atlanta may 
carry With it significance. It is not known, 
but it is believed, that it will show a de- 
sirable result some time in the near future. 

He igs a man who goes about business in 
as quiet a manner as a mouse would go 
about his little foraging tour around Mr. 
Cudahy’s spacfous warerooms and store- 
houses. But, he is no aimless idler and 
when he comes this far to look at a town, 
it usually means, that he has an eye to 
starting a business in that town. 

It is believed that his conference with 
Messrs. Jones and Spence was directed to 
this aim. It is thought that Mr. Cudahy 
wants to get these men interested in help- 
ing him start right here in Atlanta a great 
packing house and slaughter pen for the 
purpose of supplying the trade of this en- 
tire region of the south with meat, just as 
he had done in Nashville and Louisville. 
The Nashville enterprise was underraken 
by him.a year or two ago and has proved 
a great success. It has encouraged the 
Tennessee farmers to raise more stock and 
they have learned at last that the south is 
just as good a place for raising cattle as is 
the west. The Nasle¢ville packing house es- 
tablished by Mr. Cudahy has done much 
for the good of the city and the surround- 
ing territory of country, and such an es- 
tablishment would be of vast benefit to At- 
lanta. 

4 Sort of Napoleon. 


The rivals of the Cudahys in the market 
arena have grown to regard “Jack’”’ Cudahy, 
as they call him, in the aspect of a Na- 
poleon when it comes to hustling along in 
this oid World and doing wondrous works. 

Mr. Cudahy has become one of the wealth- 
iést_men of the west. He started as did 

of Riis brothers with the Armours. 

Here they learned all the details of every 
branch of the packing business and cattle 
trade. They soon branched off to them- 
selves and have planted their name familiar- 
ly ing the tracing centers of the western 
country and in the arena of the nation’s 
commerce. 

Mr. John Cudahy owns a two-thirds in- 
terest in the establishment of ““‘The Cudahy 
Brothers,” in Wisconsin, which is one of the 
largest meat stores in the land. He also 
owns a great packing house in Omaha, an- 
other in Louisville and anot!@r in Nash- 
ville. 

He takes a notion that a certain town is 
a place for one of these packing houses 
and it isn’t long before he has one there. 


In this way he_is fast sweeping over. the -— 


field of the United States. 

Mr. Cudahy is about fifty years old, but 
looks much younger. He is a brilliant con- 
versationalist and always has the ear of a 
group of interested listeners whenever he 
stands in one place two minutes at a time. 
Convivial and happy hearted he never lets 
business matters tantalize him and Knows 
nothing about frowns and all about smiles. 
Bright and witty, he can tell a joke better 
than the average candidate for congress and 
be thinking about some weighty business 
matter at one and the same time, winding 
up the. joke by calling a telegraph messen- 
ger to take a half. dozen important mes- 
sages which he had conceived while the joke 
was in progress, it would seem. 

He Talks About Atlanta. 

Mr. Cudahy talked most pleasingly about 
Atlanta. 

“T like this town,” said he, in a positive 
way characteristic of himself. ‘I like the 
air here. This sort of weather makes a fel- 
low feel good. Atlanta is a business center 
and is going to be a greater one in the near 
future. It is a mighty good place for a 
packing house. 

“There is no earthly reason why the 
farmers of this state should not raise cattle 
for, market—which in the end means raise 
their own meat. I believe that the establish- 
ment of an extensive packing business here 
would soon get the farmers to raising more 


hogs and cattle and a better class of hogs 


and cattle than they ever dreamed could 
be raised to such profit here. It’s a good 
country. Why not?’’

Ralltoads Rushing the People Through 
(o Prize Fight and Mardi Gras. 


EXTRA SLEEPERS ON EVERY TRAIN 


Governor Flower, of New York, Is Com- 
ing to the South—Other Railroad 
News Caught Here and There. 


Passenger traffic is on a boom now that 
the prize fight in Florida and the mardi 
gras in New Orleans draw near. 

All of the roads have been doing fine 
business the past few days and with the 
beginning of this week the prospect is 
bright, indeed, for the heaviest. week's 
travel ever before ,experienced by the 
lines of this region of the south at this 
particular period of the year. 

Notwithstanding the adversities that con- 
front the promoters of the prize fight en- 
terprise, thrown in the way by the stern 
determination of Governor Mitchell to 


put a stop to the fight if possible, and not- 
withstanding the doubts that prevail that 
the fight is really going to come off after 
all, there is a rush to Jabksonville—a rush 
that is increasing eveig day the prize 
fight draws nearer. 

The crowds are going south. 

The usual winter travel at this time of 
year is fully up to its regular mark, mean- 
ing the winter tourist travel. Every year 
the number of pleasure and health seekers 
who come down from the north to Florida 
seems to increase. This class of traffic is 
just now beginning to be felt by the roads 
and will increase until about the latter 
part of February. Then the people will 
be thinking of returning to their northern 
homes, though it is usually about the first 
of May that they return in great numbers. 
Of course, there is a difference between 
saggy sort of trafiic and the prize fight traf-

The rates to the prize fight are cheaper 
than the regular winter tourist rates. The 
former come more under the class of excur- 
Sion rates and are good for but a few days. 
The tourist rates, on the other hand, are 
good for the spring season and while they 
are not so cheap they are graded for gener- 
From the east 
the rate cs about 2 cenis a mile each way. 
The winter tourist travel brings, for the 
most part, women and children who Come 
to spend the season in the south, 

The prize fight travel brings men—the 
sports. 

The mardi gras rates will bi enjoyed by 
men, women and children and it is said 
that the crowds this year to go to New 
Orleans will outnumber those of any pre- 
ceding year. 

Thus, with all of these cheap rates at- 
tractions making a huge funnel with At- 
lanta and the south at the little end, it 
is easy to see that the sotithern railroads 
have their hands full handling the travel- 
ers southward bound. 

Most of ‘the travel to the prizé fight goes 
by way of the Coast Line from the east 
to Florida, though it is said that the Rich- 
mond and Danville with its recent traitic 
arrangements with the Florida Central and 
Peninsular, is getting a good snare of the 
traffic to Jacksonville .out of New York, 
Boston, Philadelphia and Washington. 

The travel from the west, bringing the 
sporting element out of Chicago and Cin- 
cinnati to see the fight, is pouring into 
Atlanta by way of the Western and At- 
lantic and East Tennessee and out by way 
of the Central and the East Tennessee, 
both of-which lines are running a number 
of extra sleepers every trip to accommodate 
the traffic. 


Gevernor Flower Coming. 


Governor Flower, of New York, will re- 
ceive a warm welcome in the south when 
he comes this way to attend the mardi 
gras. | 

He is coming in fine style and will be on 
a@ special train with a splendid military es- 
cort. 

The governor of, the Empire State. will 
come by way of the Seaboard Air-Line and 
that he will have a pleasant trip is vouched 
for by the-srexcellence of the route he has 
chosen and the courteous, obliging and en- 
terprising railroad men who manipulaie 
that route. 

The party will leave Albany February 3d 
and will come right through from New 
York by way of the Seaboard. Reception 
and entertainments will be given the dis- 
tinguished visitor to the sduth all along 
the route. He will be handsomely enter- 
tained at Raleigh, and at South Pines where 
barbecues will be given in his honor, in 
the good old southern style. 

Arriving in Atlanta, February 3d, he will 
be greeted by the Gate City Guard. This 
company will tender the party a warm re- 
eeption and will accompany -them to New 
Orleans on the special train. In New Or- 
leans the Gate City Guard will. act as spe- 
ciai escort to the king of the mardi gras. 

It is 4 delightful trip the governor of New 
York has in store, and coming as he does 
over the Seaboard Air-Line, he will have 
full opportunity, passing through those 
states, to learn what the governor of North 
Carolina is proverbially known to have 
said to the governor of South Carolina.

Whether Mr. Comer and the 
Central folks still have an idea of making 
this change or. whether they have given it 
up for some wiser scheme after due con- 
sideration cannot be obtained for publica- 
tion. 

At any rate, the rumors that the deal 
would certainly take place have hushed 
themselves up with the late announcement 
that the meeting of the directors, which is 
the meeting that will have to act upon 
such a change of management, after having 
been postponed several times, has again 
been postponed until the 2lst of March.

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HIS PISTOL DROPPED, 


And Detective Holcombe Dropped, Too, 
with a Serious Wound. 


WHILE CHASING A NOTORIOUS BURGLAR 


He Is Shot Through the Thigh—Yates 
Bowles Stillon Deck—Other Po- 
lice Items of Interest. 


Detective Ed Holcombe shot himself ac- 
cidentally while chasing a thief yesterday 
afternoon, and the wound is a painful one 
Which will keep him in bed for some time, 
That he was not killed was extremely prov- 
idential, and his life was saved only by 
the merest chance. 

Yesterday afternoon he was sent to a 
house at 98 North Pryor street, where a 
burglary had occurred. He investigated the 
case, got a full description of the burglar 
and started back to police headquarters. 
He had gone not more than a square from 
the house when he met a negro who ap- 
peared to answer the description very well, 
and he called to the suspicious-looking tin, 

The negro fied at the sight of the officer, 
and this convinced him that he was on the 
track of the right man. He followed as 
fast as his legs could carry him, and for a 
block the race was swift and exciting. 

Suddenly there was a loud pistol shot, 
and the officer stumbled and dropped to his 
knees. At the same instant he felt a numb- 
ness in his right leg. Blood began to pour 
down his pants leg and drop upon his shoes, 
He knew he had been shot, and noticed his 
weapon lying a few feet distant. It had 
dropped from his pocket while running and 
going off had shot him through the leg. 

The big bullet had pierced a hole entirely 
through his leg and left a most painful 
wound. The hole it had plowed through 
was a big one, as the cartridge was a 48 
caliber, and the blood flowed freely. A cab 
was called and he was carried to his resi- 
dence on Houston street.

Chief 
Connolly secured for her a home, but she 
has grown dissatisfied and wants to return 
home. She has recéived several letters from 
her father and sister who are willing to 
forgive her, and who ask her to come back, 
She says her father knows nothing of the 
existence of her child, and she has arranged 
that it may be left here. 

A subcription has been taken up by mem- 
bers of the force yesterday and $5 raised 
toward sending her home. Chief Connolly 
hopes to get her a pass today. He@has sup- 
plied her a temporary home. 


HE WAS TO GET #2. 


A Negro Hired to Catch Up with a 


Blind Tiger. 


The two extremes of guilt and innocence 
were represented by the two cases tried in 
police court yesterday against two men 
charged with trafficking illegally in spiritu- 
ous booze on the Sabbath day. 

R. A. Randall, a middle aged, well-dressed 
white man, with a sandy beard, answered 
to the charge of selling whisky on Sunday 
and without license. Two women and a 
youth appeared to testify that they had 
seen him with a myriad of bottles of whis- 
ky. They claimed to have seen him sell 
whisky at a house on Butler _ street, 
Randall was represented by two attorneys, 
and made a strong fight for his liberty. 

He claimed that he hadn’t a cent of money 
nor a drop of whisky when he was arrest- 
ed and had sold no whisky. Recorder Cal- 
houn said he had never tried a more con- 
cias@ve case, and fined Randall $25 and 
costs. 

James Henry Robinson, a tall, dignified- 
looking yellow negro, who announced in 
the outset that he had been in Atlanta since 
*“‘the surrender,’’ and had never been arrest- 
ed before. He said further that he stood 
high in Atlanta, and the owner of a good 
home. He was arrested Sunday afternoon 
by Patrolman Wallace for selling whisky 
on Sunday. 

The case was worked up by a young ne- 
gro man, who acted under the instruction of 
the officer. The negro worked the old, old 
plan of using a marked coin in buying 
whisky with a view to using the coin as 
evidence later. In this instance the coin 
failed to work. The patrolman stated that 
he had given the negro the coin to buy a4 
quart of whisky from Robinson. After be- 
ing away an hour the negro came back and 
said that he had bought a quart of whisky 
from Robinson. The latter was arrested 
and the marked coin found in his pocket. _ 

Robinson told a surprising story about 
the way he came into possession of the coin. 
He said that he had known the negro who 
gave it to him for some time, and spent 
half an hour with him Sunday. He spoke of 
hard times and the young negro volunteered 
to lend him a quarter, which afterwards 
turned out to be the marked coin. He had 
no suspicion of the fact until he was arrest- 


ed. 

At the trial it was brought out that the 
negro who put the csin into circulation had 
been promised $2 in the event that he made 
out his case, and failing to get up the nec 
essary preof he bought a quart of whisky 
and loaned the old man the marked coin. 
After lending the coin to Robinson he went 
to the officer and announced that he had 
bought the whisky as instructed to do. 

Tt was further proven that the negro who 
attempted to do the amateur detective act 
had been out of the chaingan but two 
months, afer ng a five years’ sentence 
for cow stealing. In view of these facts the 
recorder dismissed the case against Robin-

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BANK CHARTERS. 


Attorney General Terrell Delivers an 
Opinion on the Subject. 


THE ACT OF 1891 IS INOPERATIVE 


And All Charters Must Be Issued Accord- 
ing to the Provisions of the Act of 
the Last Legislature. 


Attorney General Terrell delivered an im- 
portant opinion yesterday and one that will 
be of especial interest to the banks. 

It is an opinion concerning the effect of 
the act of i893 regarding the granting of 
bank charters and its effect upon the act of 
1891. 

The decision, as will be seen, was made 
at the request of Secretary of State Cook. 
There had been ojections urged against the 
at of 1893 and as both acts refer to t*e 
Same subject, he asked the attorney general 
for his views on the subject. 

Here is the opinion in full: 

‘State of Georgia, Office of Attorney Gen- 
eral, Atlanta, Ga., January 22, 1894.—Hon. 
Philip Cook, Secretary of State, Atlanta, 
Ga. Dear Sir: In reply to your request 
for an opinion construing the law relative 
to the incorporation of banking companies, 
I beg leave to submit the following: 

“Under an act approved October 21, 188, 
entitied ‘An act to prescribe the method 
of granting charters to banking companies 
in this state, to define the powers and Iia- 
bilities of the same, and for other pur- 
poses.” It is provided how and upon what 
conditions the secretary of state shall issue 
charters to banking companies. After the 
passage of this act, an amendment to the 
constitution was submitted to the people 
and adopted at the general election in Oc- 
tober. 1892, declaring that ‘All corporate 
powers and privileges to banking, insur- 
ance, railroad, canal, navigation, express 
and telegraph companies shall be issued 
and granted by the secretary of state in 
such manner as shall be _  prescrib- 
el by law.’ An act approved December 20, 
into effect 
paragraph 18 of section 7 of article 3 of the 
constitution of 1877. as amended, in rela- 
tion to chartering of banks, to provide for 
the ircorporation of banking companies by 
the secretary of state, and for other pur- 
poses,” requires different conditions upon 
which charters to banking companies are 
to be granted by the secretary of state than 
those required by the act of 1891. As I un- 
derstand your request, you desire to be ad- 
vised whether the act of 1891 is repealed by 
the act of 1893 in order that you may know 
how and upon what conditions charters 
may be granted to banking companies. 

“The subject matter of both acts is the 
same, viz.: The incorporation of banking 
companies. The act of 1833, whilst it adds 
conditions and makes it much more oner- 
ous to applicants to obtain charters, em- 
braces practically all the provisions of the 
act of 1891 and clearly intends to prescribe 
the only manner of incorporating banks. 
Such being the case, I think the act of 
1888 repeals, or rather renders inoperative 
the act of 1891, and that you should not, 
therefore, issue any charters to banking 
companies until the applicants have com- 
plied with the requirements of the act of 
18%. This conclusion is supported by many 
authorities, but 1 deem it unnecessary to 
cite any except the following, to-wit: 

“If a subsequent statute be not repugnant 
in all of its provisions to a prior one, yet 
if the latter statute clearly fntended to 
prescribe the only rule which shall govern 
it repeals the prior one.—3 Howard 636. 

“Whenever a statute is passed which em- 
braces all the provisions of previous stat- 
utes on the same subject, the new statute 
operates as a repeal of all antecedent en- 
actments.—12 Allen 480. 

“If an affirmative statute introduces a 
new rule and is plainly intended as a sub- 
stitute for a former statute, it repeals such 
former act by implication.—33 Penn. St. 
611. 

“Statutes which grant a right upon differ- 
ent conditions from those prescribed in for- 
mer statutes, are inconsistent with the lat- 
ter and there is a repeal.—5i5 Penn. St. 126. 
See also Sedgwick on statutory and consti- 
tutional law. pages 100 and 101. 

“I do not think there is any merit fm the 
objection which you state has been urged 
against the act of 1893 that. inasmuch as it 
does not refer to or describe the act of 1891, 
it is obnoxious to paragraph 17 of section 7 
in article 3 of the constitution which reads 
as follows: ‘No law, or section of the code, 
shall be amended or repealed by mere ref- 
erence to its title. or to the number of the 
section of the code, but the amending or 
repealing act shall distinctly describe the 
law to be amended or repealed. as well as 
the alteration to be made.’ Statutes which 
amend others by implication are not within 
this constitutional provision, and it is not 
essential that they descrbe or even refer to 
the sections or acts which they by impli- 
cation amend. Cooley’s Constitutional Limi- 
tations, page 162. The dicta of our supreme 
court in two cases—7l Ga. 461 and 74 Ga. 
4i—seem to be at variance with this posi- 
tion, but I cannot believe that when the 
question is squarely made before the court 
it will be @ecided that there can bé no re- 
peals, under our constitution, by implica- 
tion. Such a construction would not only 
eet aside many important and wholesome 
laws enacted since the constitution of 1°77, 
but would very nearly render legislation 
impossible. The evil whieh undoubtedly 
caused the above provision to be incorpo- 
rated in the eiaatiteetian was the passing of 
laws by the general assembly without the 
members being fully advised of what they 
were doing; for instance, an act which pur- 
ported to amend another act or a section 
of the code by inserting certain words or 
by substituting one phrase for another in 
2n act or section which was only referred 
to by the title or number would be well 
calculated to mislead the legislators as to 
its effect. This constitutional provision 
renders inoperative all such acts, 
but. as above indicated, as it it not within 
the mischief, does not affect an act which 
repeals another by implication. 

“Many of the states have a similar provis- 
fon in their constitutions, and, with only 
one exception, the supreme courts of those 
States have held that acts which by imnli- 
cation revise, amend or repeal former laws 
are not affected by such constitutional pro- 
vision, nor the well established rule as to 
repeals by implication abrogated thereby— 
notwithstanding such repeals are not fa- 
vored by courts. See 4 Lea (Tennessee re- 
ports) 644, 13 Mich. 482, 16 Indiana 497, 24 
Mich. 389, 38 Kansas 696. 

“The additional point which you state is 
urged upon you that the fact that at its 
last session the general assembly adopt~i 
2 certain amendment to the act of 1891, 
wich amendment regulates the transfer of 
Shares by stockholders and bears the same 
date of approval as the act of 1893 in ques- 
tion is sugzestive of an intention on thepart 
of the legislature that said act of 1891 
should continue of force and operative with 
respect to the issuance of charters is fvlly 
answered by the fict that such amenda.o- 
ry enactment operates as an amendment 
to charters heretofore granted under the 
act of 1891. Yours respectfully,

CUSTOM HOUSE CURRENTS, 


The United States grand jury was in ses- 
sion yesterday morning. 


On account of the absence of Judge New+ 
man no true bills were reported by the jury 
at the hour of adjournment. Several in- 
dictments were found, however, and the 
time of the jury was closely occr ied 
throughout the morning. Fully thirty true 
bills were found against the violators of 
the law, scattered throughout the district. 


Two important damage suits were trans- 
ferred yesterday afternoon from the city 
court of Atlanta to the district court of the 
United states. One was the suit of Mrs. 
A. L. Whitworth, administratrix, against 
the Richmond and Danville railroad, and 
the other was the suit of F. W. Worley 
against the same corporation. It was claim- 
ed that. on account of local prejudice, exact 
justice could not be obtained in the city 
court. 

There is more cleverness and geniality to 
the square foot at the custom house than 
anywhere else in the city. The clerks are 
all accommodating and seem to take a 
special delight in doing anything that is 
calculated to oblige or interest the public. 
In this respect a visit to the custom house, 
by one whose duty it is to frequent the fed- 
eral building, amounts to an actual gratifi- 
eation, a pleasure, at all times, both wel- 
come and refreshing. 

Rumor has it that one of the clerks in 
the railway mail service will, in the near 
future, lead to the altar one of the bright- 
est and most accomplished young women in 
Georgia. Without giving his name it will 
be enough to say at present that a more 
popular official is not to be found at the 
custom house, or one more worthy of the 
“beautiful recompense’ that fortune has 
reserved for him as the reward of his effi- 
ciency. 


THEY WANT THEM PULLED DOWN. 


The Occupants of the Custom House 
Not Satisfied with the Awnings. 


The occupants of the custom house have 
lodged a complaint against the awnings. 

They are nearly all in rags, and with 
the least breath of air that stirs in the 
neighborhood of the building they flutter 
in the most indignant fashion and beat 
against the window glasses as if their an- 
cient quality had been insulted. 

“They really put the building at a disad- 
vantage,” said one of the clerks yesterday. 
“Tt looks as if a cyclone had struck it and 
left it in a paralyzed condition. With a lot 
of new awnings on the Marietta side, at 
least, dirctly opposite the statue of Henry 
Grady, the friends of the building would 
hardly be able to recognize it. Nothing 
would give me any more pleasure, at this 
time, than to see those old ribbons taken 
down and good substantial merchandise, 
that would be an ornament to the building, 
substituted.” 

This seemed to be the prevailing sentiment 
about the custom house yesterday. 

It is really a shame that the government 
allows the old awnings to remain. As far 
as the appearance of the building is con- 
cerned, it would look a hundred per cent 
better with nothing at all, as the present 
condition of the awnings amounts really 
to a disfiguration.
